DISGRACED newsman Brian Williams suffered a shock- 
ing breakdown after he was caught lying and booted off 
the air - now worried friends fear he's suicidal. 

"Brian never saw this coming," says a source close 
to the fallen star. "When the full force of the scandal 
hit him, I'm told he suffered a secret emotional 
breakdown. He was in a daze, couldn't eat or sleep 
and even said he thought he was going crazy. 

"He's a man with a huge ego and the humiliation, 
shame and being the brunt of jokes is devastating to 
him. Colleagues say he sounds deeply depressed and 
fear he is suicidal," said the source. 

The 55-year-old NBC Nightly News anchor was 
suspended for six months without pay for lying on 
air about his exploits in war-torn Iraq. He'll lose 
$5 million in salary, but insiders say that's the least 
of it. 

"His legacy and life as a newsman is in ruins. 

He's a laughingstock," a friend tells GLOBE. "He's 
become a shell of his former self, and you really 
fear this scandal is going to destroy him." 

Incredibly, this furor may only be the tip of 


the iceberg. "Brian's detractors are now examining 
his words throughout his career to see what else he 
may have embellished or lied about," says the friend, 
"The worst could be yet to come." 

One expert tells GLOBE fears for Williams' life are 
not overstated. 

"Brian Williams has faced a career tsunami and 
he is drowning under the waves of humiliation, 
embarrassment and disgrace," notes Florida-based 
psychologist Dr. Terry Lyles. "His life, as he knows it, 
is over. His whole identity has been attached to his

C OUPLES trying Fifty Shades of Grey 
S&M sexploits in their own bedrooms 
risk winding up black and blue - or 
worse! 

A GLOBE investigation has uncovered 
accidents, assaults and even murders 
associated with the controversial erotica 
depicted in the best-selling trilogy of books 
that inspired the naughty film. 

And experts are warning fans of the block- 
buster movie not to get too carried away in 
attempts to replicate the kinky antics they see 
on the big screen between characters Anastasia 
Steele, a college graduate, and domineering 
business magnate Christian Grey. 

Agonizing 

“What happens in the movie is all about 
someone’s imagination - it might not be 
possible physically, especially for older 
people who are not as flexible,” top behavioral 
analyst Dr. Lillian Glass tells GLOBE. “Trying 
to copy what you see in the movie is likely a 
recipe for problems, even disaster.” 

The concern was underlined by an agonizing 
whiplash neck injury that 25-year-old actress 
Dakota Johnson, who plays Anastasia, 
suffered at the hands of Grey, portrayed by 
Irish actor Jamie Dornan, 32. 

“There were some painful moments,” 
Dakota confesses. “I got whiplash once, from 
him throwing me onto the bed. But that was 
only because we did it over and over and over 
again.” 

A probe into the fall-out from author E.L. 
James’ steamy novels - which have sold 


Trying kinky antics is recipe for disaster 


more than 100 million copies - has revealed 
a series of disturbing incidents, including 
real-life Fifty Shades of Grey murders. 

San Diego beauty Brittany Killgore, 22, was 
allegedly killed because she resisted suspect 
Louis Perez’s attempt to force her into S&M 
sex. Perez, a 46-year-old Marine staff sergeant, 
who was said to call himself “Lord and Master, 
Dom and Daddy,” is slated to go on trial in June. 

In another case, a 31-year-old man was 
accused of murdering his exchange student 


girlfriend after she was hit 123 times with 
a wooden blackboard pointer while bound 
with nylon tights. 

And Portland, Ore. based tech entrepreneur 
Scott Kveton, founder of Urban Airship mobile 
software, quit his company after a former 
girlfriend claimed he sexually assaulted her 
during a relationship that both said had echoes 
of Fifty Shades of Grey. He was not charged 
with any crime. 

There’s also been a dramatic rise in 
emergency calls to free people handcuffed 
to their beds! 

“I don’t know whether it’s the ‘Fifty Shades’ 
effect, but the number of incidents involving 
items like handcuffs seems to have gone up,” 
says firefighter Dave Brown. “I’m sure most 
people are 50 shades of red by the time our 
crews arrive to free them.” 

Dr. Glass also warns about the emotional 
impact the books and movie could have on 
women. 

“One of the things I’m worried about are 
the psychological problems this movie could 
cause,” she says. “There is a lot of very 
abusive sex and it doesn’t speak highly of 
women. S&M is not what sex is all about. 

“There are people who are going to be hurt. 
It could be embarrassing and psychologically 
humiliating. The dangers are very real. It is 
very distressing.”

image as a credible journalist - now that's gone. 

"Like all mourners, he'll go through a grieving 
process, from shock and denial to anger and then 
depression. In any of these stages, he can definitely 
have suicidal thoughts." 

Williams has long enjoyed his fame as the face of 
NBC's top-rated evening news, as a gung-ho reporter 
in the field and as a sought-after guest on talk shows. 
Colleagues say he changed as his fame grew. 

"He thought of himself as God," says a source. 
"He was seen in millions of homes nightly and 
recognized everywhere he went." 

Crashing down 

The ambitious anchor even lobbied NBC execs a 
few years ago to replace Jay Leno as host of The 
Tonight Show. But his desire to entertain people 
may have been his downfall, as he embellished 
stories about his own experiences to make them 
more riveting. 

It all came crashing down after he claimed on the 
Jan. 30 news telecast that a helicopter he rode in dur- 
ing the Irag War was "hit and crippled by enemy fire." 

It was the same tale he'd told on Late 
Show with David Letterman in 2013. 

But military men who were on 
the scene blasted Williams' account. 

Although one chopper in the cara- 
van of four was fired upon, Williams' 
aircraft wasn't hit and landed safely. 

"He's stealing valor from those who 
have actually seen combat," fumes 
former Army Ranger Kris Paronto. 

After the military periodical Stars 
and Stripes laid bare the actual 
events, Williams confessed to mak- 
ing a mistake. "I don't know what 
screwed up in my mind that caused 
me to conflate one aircraft with 
another," he admitted. 


Then the floodgates opened. Williams came 
under scrutiny for his 2005 award-winning 
Hurricane Katrina reporting in New Orleans. He'd 
said the Ritz-Carlton hotel where he stayed was 
overrun by marauding gangs, that he saw a corpse 
floating by from his hotel window in the French 
Quarter and that he had contracted dysentery. 

Those claims were all disputed by the hotel's 
former general manager, Myra DeGersdorff. Others 
noted the French Quarter was barely flooded. 

Meanwhile, more tales Williams has told for years

pied Kuwait when iraqi soidiers raced 
up in a jeep and captured them. 

They were missing for a week before 
an iraqi deserter reveaied they were 
prisoners. CBS lobbied other news or- 
ganizations not to report Simon was 
Jewish, fearing he'd be executed. A 
Red Cross card Simon carried falsely 
listed him as a Protestant Christian - 
which may have saved his life. 

Still, Simon was interrogated, 
beaten, starved, threatened with 
death and kept in a dark cell during 
40 days of hellish captivity. He later 
told how an Iraqi captain slapped him, 
forced his jaws open and then spit 
into his mouth, calling him a Jew. "I 
would have killed him if I could" with 
"no more remorse than killing a cock- 
roach," admitted Simon, who wrote 


about how the ordeal changed his life 
in his 1992 book Forty Days. 

But he also faced danger covering 
the Vietnam War and was brutally 
beaten by a Protestant mob in Belfast. 
He has reported from every Middle 
Eastern country and did a story on the 
terrorist group Hezbollah. 

Colleagues guickly tweeted their 
reactions. "Bob was the best writer 
working in broadcast news," says 
CNN's Anderson Cooper. "Heartbro- 
ken" former CBS anchor Katie Couric 
says, "Bob was a brilliant writer and 
reporter and someone I admired 
deeply." And NBC's Today host Matt 
Lauer says, "Bob was an extraordi- 
nary journalist and storyteller. He 
made us care about the world around 
us. Such a huge loss!" 



FAKER WILLUMS 
SNUBBED MEDAL OF 
HONOR WINNERS! 


BRIAN WILLIAMS' fall from grace isn't likely to 
evoke any sympathy from the brave military veterans 
he snubbed in 2006. 

Six months before a Congressional Medal of Honor 
banguet in Boston, the now-embattled newsman 
promised to serve as master of ceremonies and 
keynote speaker at the bash, says Neal Santangelo, 
who'd helped organize the event. 

But at the last minute, Williams claimed a 
"pressing engagement" would keep him from doing 
anything more than greeting the audience. Although 
disappointed, the organizers still arranged for a 
police escort to whisk Williams to the airport for his 
flight back to New York. 

Later on, Santangelo says he discovered the "press- 
ing engagement" was an appearance on Saturday 
Night Live, where Williams joked around with Seth 
Meyers and Amy Poehler in a Weekend Update sketch. 

Santangelo told the Boston Herald he wrote a 
letter to Williams, stating, "In an act of egotistical, 
blatant self-promotion, you deceived the (Medal of 
Honor) recipients, declined to break bread with them 
and disrespected them. You placed comedy before 
courage. Your conduct was irreverent, insulting, 
incomprehensible and shameful." 

After consulting National Medal of Honor Society 
members, Santangelo decided not to send the note. 

But Williams' lust for the limelight eventually led 
to his downfall. New York Times columnist Maureen 
Dowd recently wrote, "Williams has spent years 
fervently 'courting celebrity'...guest-starring on 30 
Rock, slow-jamming the news with Jimmy Fallon and 
regaling David Letterman with his faux heroics."

With their sham marriage 
-10 years in April - destined to 
hit the rocks unless she becomes 
Queen, Camilla even persuaded 
him to consult a private medi- 
cal specialist in London’s famed 
Harley Street. 

Sources say Charles made 
at least four secret visits - 
making the short trip from his 
residence, Clarence House, in 
an old black sedan driven by a 
confidante, who is also a palace 
courtier. 

GLOBE’S well-placed source 
reveals, “He’s so secretive about 
the whole affair. The journey is 
only a couple of miles or so but 
Charles treats the trip like 
a clandestine operation from a 
James Bond movie. 

“He leaves his home with a 


tweed cap pulled down to his eyes 
and won’t get into the car until 
his driver has checked that the 
road outside is absolutely clear of 
prying eyes.

The surgical 
procedure, called 
otoplasty, could 
easily cost 
$10,000 or more, 
says a source. 

The surgery 
takes about 
three hours, and 
the patient has 
to wear heavily 
padded cotton bandages to cover 
the scalp for several days. Full 
recovery can take six weeks. 

The surgeon begins by making 
an incision just behind the ear in 
the natural fold and removing the 
necessary amount of cartilage. 
Sutures are applied to anchor the 
ear until healing occurs. 

“Charles has been delaying the 


surgery by telling Camilla he’ll 
have to clear his schedule for 
weeks,” say the insider. 

“But she told him he should 
come down with a ‘back 
problem’ like she did over the 
Christmas holidays when she 
missed the Royal Family’s 
traditional gathering. 

“Of course,

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A FUGITIVE father and 
his accomplice son 
ruthlessly murdered a 
retired fire chief, his wife 
and their two dogs, then 
torched their victims’ house 
before blasting two lawmen 
during a shootout, say cops. 

The suspects, Edward Camp- 
bell, 54, and Eric Campbell, 21, 
were captured after the gun- 
fight, the cops add. They are 
now being held without bail on 
murder and other charges. 

“These two individuals 
represent the face of evil and 
had no regard for human life,” 
declares Lewisburg, W.Va., 
police chief Tim Stover. 

Following the deadly 
home invasion, cops say the 
Campbells threw the bodies of 
Jerome Faulkner, 73, and his 
nurse wife, Dora, 62, along with 
the carcasses of their pets, into 
the back of the tragic couple’s 
red Chevy pickup truck and 
took off on a grisly two-vehicle 
road trip. 

The Faulkners were reported 
missing on the morning of New 
Year’s Day after neighbors 
spotted their home near Oxford, 
N.C, engulfed in flames. Stover 
says that at 4:07 p.m. that day, 
two of his officers stopped a 
stolen white Chevy Suburban 
SUV on 1-64 near Lewisburg. 
Another vehicle, a pickup 
truck, pulled off the side of the 
Interstate in front of the SUV, 
he adds. 

Wounded 

Eric Campbell had been 
driving the SUV, say police. As 
he talked with the cops who’d 
stopped him, lawmen say his 
father “produced a hand gun 
and started firing” at the two 
officers, who hadn’t drawn their 
weapons. 

The cops, along with another 
officer who arrived on the scene 
just as the gunfire erupted, took 
cover behind a police cruiser. 
They fired back at the shooter, 
wounding him in the leg. 

Both drivers fled. Cops say the 
elder Campbell was wounded 
and quickly caught. His son 
was captured a short time later 
when the SUV flew over an 
Interstate guard rail, leaving 
Eric with a battered and bruised 
face, according to lawmen.

When officers checked under 
a mattress in the bed of the 
pickup truck, cops discovered 
the Faulkners’ bodies as well as 
their dead dogs. 

Police Chief Stover says Lt. 
Jeromy Dove and patrolman 
Nicholas Sams needed hospital 
treatment after suffering 
shrapnel and bullet wounds 
during the gunfight. 

Both officers “also took direct 
shots” to their chests, says 
Stover. But the lawmen were 


wearing bulletproof vests which, 
“saved them from more serious 
injuries, and maybe much worse 
than that.” 

Now, the Campbells are 
being held on charges including 


murder, burglary, robbery with 
a dangerous weapon, arson, 
cruelty to animals, larceny and 
identity theft in connection with 
the Faulkner tragedy. 

The father and son were also

charged with two counts of 
attempted murder on a police 
officer and two counts of 
malicious assault on a cop. 

Tragically, the mayhem may 
have been prevented if the elder 
Campbell had been held on 
higher bail after being arrested 
for brutalizing his wife a few 
months earlier. 

In September, he was busted 
in his Alvin, Texas, hometown 
for aggravated assault after 
his wife claimed he held her 


at gunpoint for several hours, 
pistol-whipped and punched 
her, then threatened to kill her. 
She also charges he wrapped 
a noose around her neck and 
called their kids into a room one 
by one so they could hug her. 
At the time, he told his wife it 
would be the last time she’d see 
their children. 

“She was scared for her life 
and believed Edward Campbell 
was going to kill her,” court 
papers charge. 


After Campbell was busted, 
bail was set at just $75,000 
despite the objections of 
prosecutors. The fiend made 
bail then failed to show up for 
a Dec. 18 court date. At that 
point, a warrant for his arrest 
was issued - and those who 
knew him lived in fear. 

His Texas neighbor, Robert 
Bowyer, recalls the menacing 
brute telling him at their fence, 
“I’ll kill you if our paths ever 
cross.” 


Meanwhile, detectives say 
the Campbells’ attack on the 
Faulkners’ modest home was a 
random crime of opportunity. 

Still, the Faulkners’ hometown 
is shaken by the horror. 

Neighbor Ann Fiscus, who is 
taking care of the Faulkners’ 
cats, says, “We have wept 
oceans, but as a community we 
have come together and will 
grow from this.”

KILLER cop Drew Peterson is rotting in prison 
for killing his third wife. But that didn't stop the 
smug monster from trying to hire an assassin 
to murder the man who put him behind bars, 
charge authorities. 

Soon after Peterson was sentenced in 2012 
to 38 years in prison for the 2004 bathtub drowning of Kathleen 
Savio, Will County, III., prosecutor James Glasgow vowed to also nail 
the smirking beast for the October 2007 disappearance of his fourth 
wife, Stacy, 23. 

Now, officials have charged 61-year-old Peterson with two felony 

counts of attempted murder for 
hire - with prosecutor Glasgow as 
the target. So far, lawmen have 
released few details. 

"For him to get 
caught trying to hire 
somebody in prison to 
kill someone is wild," 
says Stacy's sister, 

Cassandra Cales. "I've 
always said he's a serial 
killer with a badge." 

Accusing the pros- 
ecutor of "perpetrating 
the largest railroad job 
ever" at his sentencing, 

Peterson, a retired Bolingbrook, III., 
police sergeant, stared Glasgow in 
the eye and sneered, "Never forget 
my face - never forget what you've 
done here." 

But in letters he penned to his 
former attorney, Joel Brodsky, 
Peterson wasn't so tough. He whined, 
"I feel I'm going to die in here. If the 
inmates don't get me. I'm gonna be 
killed by the cruel guards." 

Already stuck behind bars until 
he's in his 90s, Peterson faces an 
additional 40 years on the murder- 
for-hire charge if convicted. He's 
been moved to a high-security unit 
at Menard Correctional Institute in 
Randolph County.

In a mystery that chilled the 
nation, 18-year-old University 
of Virginia sophomore Hannah 
was caught on surveillance 
video walking unsteadily in 
downtown Charlottesville, Va., 
in the wee hours of Sept. 13, 
2014. She texted pals with 
plans to meet up with them, 
then vanished.

J AMES BOND legend Sean Connery is 
bravely facing his last days, say sources. 

New photos show the beloved 007 star 
looking frail and barely recognizable. 
Heartbroken friends fear the 84-year- 
old star won’t last another six months. 

The 6-foot-2 Scottish actor was spotted Feb. 4 
at Miami International Airport. Wearing a blue 
baseball cap, long-sleeved shirt and belted 
pants, Connery looked thin and gaunt and had 
bandages on the right side of his face. 

“I was shocked. I barely recognized him,” 
says an eyewitness. “I saw him arrive by car 
at Departures - he was taking a flight to the 
Bahamas - and I thought, ‘That can’t be him!’ 
He looked frail and skinny. I saw him four years 
ago and he has changed a lot, more than you’d 
expect. He’s lost a lot of weight and his face is 
much thinner. It’s sad to see him like that.” 

Health issues 

Connery and his 85-year-old second wife, 
Micheline Roquebrune, spend most of their 
time at their gated estate in the Bahamas. 

There have been questions about 
his health for years, especially 
after he told a Marbella, Spain, 
court in 2010 he could not travel to 
testify in a corruption case, due to 
his age and health issues. 

In August 2013, European papers 
speculated Connery was suffering 
from Alzheimer’s disease after his 
actor friend. Sir Michael Caine, 
said the 007 star “is no longer the 
master of his senses.” 

A German paper reported Caine 
as saying, “Sean forgets his life,” 
and that “one must have serious concerns for 
him.” 

But Caine quickly withdrew the remarks, 
insisting someone must have twisted his 
words. Connery’s rep suggested Caine had 
been misquoted and denied her client was suf- 
fering from the mind-wasting disease, calling 
the report “silly and nonsense.” 

Still, Connery has a history of health woes.

He had radiation therapy in 1993 to remove 
benign tumors from his vocal cords after 
losing his voice while filming Rising Sun. 

In February 2006, he had a benign kidney 
tumor removed in New York and two years 
later chipped a bone in his shoulder after fall- 
ing while playing golf. In 2009, he revealed 
he’d been diagnosed with a heart condition 
and been warned to stop boozing 
by his doctors. “But I do drink red 
wine,” he admitted, “because it’s 
good for the health.” 

After starring in 2003’s The 
League of Extraordinary Gentle- 
men, Connery basically retired 
and has only lent his recognizable 
Scottish brogue to a 2005 James 
Bond 007: From Russia with Love 
video game and two animated 
shorts about a Scottish vet. Sir 
Billi, in 2006 and 2012. 

“Sean’s no longer interested in 
acting,” says another source. “He detests 
Hollywood moviemakers and health problems 
have finally caught up with him. We’re looking 
at the sad last days of Sean Connery. I doubt 
that he’ll last another six months. 

“He’s one of a kind. It will be heartbreaking 
to lose him.”

Charlie's Angels - they wanted 
the three of us for a magazine 
cover. That had never been 
done before. A lot has changed 
in the past 14 years. I am proud 
that people call me a pioneer 
when it comes to girl power in 
my profession. 

Q: Your parents are first 
generation Chinese. Are you 
proof the American Dream 
is still alive? 

A: I'm incredibly proud 
of where I came from.

It was only in college 
that I started to embrace my femi- 
ninity. I am still totally flattered 
when somebody tells me that I 
am pretty. I just never grew up 
with that concept. 


Q: How do you manage to stay in 
such good shape? 

A: I find if I don't work out in the 
morning, by the time I get home 
I'm too tired. So, I generally try 
to get up early, meditate, 
do some (even if it's 20 
minutes) training. In fact I 
bought a treadmill! Not 
a very attractive piece 
of furniture, but a 
necessity.

EATING carrots won’t give you better eyesight, 
like your mom always told you - but Bugs 
Bunny’s favorite vitamin-rich food can help 
prevent serious age-related vision problems. 

“Studies have shown certain vitamins and 
minerals are crucial in preventing many eye 
conditions,” says Florida ophthalmologist 
Dr. Ranya Habash. “We advise our patients to 
eat leafy, green vegetables as well as carrots 
which contain beta-carotene, stop smoking and 
wear sunglasses outdoors for additional ways to 
slow the progression or reduce the risk of devel- 
oping macular degeneration.” 

Battle macular degeneration 

The Age-Related Disease Study (AREDS) 
conducted by the National Eye Institute found 
a combination of beta-carotene (vitamin A), 
vitamin C, vitamin E, zinc and copper battles 
macular degeneration - the leading cause of 
vision loss in the U.S. “These supplements 
have been put into easy-to-use vitamin-mineral 
formulations to battle the disease,” says Habash. 

Look for brands with AREDS or AREDS 1 on 
the label, at your drug store. 

A second study, AREDS 2, substituted the 
antioxidant lutein for beta-carotene after the 
latter appeared to have increased the risk of 


lung cancer among smokers. Current or former 
smokers should look for supplements that have 
AREDS 2 on the label. 

Other foods and nutrients can protect your 
sight, too. Dry eyes can be remedied by upping 
the intake of omega-3 fatty acids found in cold 
water fish and in supplements,” says Dr. Habash. 

Symptoms of dry eye include blurriness 
when reading and a gritty feeling in the eyes. 
It’s very common in women going through 
menopause and the No. 1 reason many people 
visit the eye doctor. He suggests 2,000 mgs a 
day in supplement form. You should take the 
pill with a meal that includes fatty foods like 
avocados, meat or chicken which helps the 


body better absorb and processes the omega-3. 

New Jersey ophthalmologist Dr. Cary Silver- 
man recommends patients recovering from 
photorefractive keratectomy (PRK) surgery take 
vitamin C, which decreases comeal haze. 

Dr. Ellen Kamhi, author of The Natural Medi- 
cine Chest, adds that other antioxidants can also 
stave off eye disorders. - LYNN ALLISON

HE SWANKY home where Whitney 
Houston’s doomed daughter was found 
lying face down in a bathtub was a 
house of horrors where tragedy was just 
waiting to strike, sources reveal. 

Bobbi Kristina, 21, lived life on the 
wild side, shacked up with her 25-year- 
old partner, Nick Gordon, who’d been raised 
by Whitney before her 
cocaine-related death 
in 2012. Bobbi Kristina 
partied with pals who loved 
drugs and flashing lethal 
weapons, say sources. 

Disturbing images that 
have surfaced on the Inter- 
net include a photo of Whit- 
ney’s only child, known 
as Krissi, with pal Mason 
Whitaker, 23, holding a 
hunting knife. Under the 
picture is the troubling cap- 
tion: “We don’t play.” 

Insiders say the Houston 
family was worried sick 
about Krissi. But the wild 
child, who claimed to have 
married Gordon, refused to 
listen to them, says a source. 

“Krissi hung out with a 
bad crowd and it pulled her 
down physically and emotionally,” says a family 
friend. 

“She went into a downward spiral after her 
mother died and it couldn’t be stopped. Drugs, 
booze and violence were an everyday part of her 
life. 

“There were bad fights with Nick. He was angry 
because she was better known than him and had a 
bigger part on the family reality show. 

“There were arguments about money, with Nick 
pushing her to get more out of the Houstons before 
she was due to receive her complete inheritance. 

“Some of those domestic fights reportedly 


became physical and left Krissi in tears, crying for 
days.” 

On the morning of Jan. 3 1, Krissi was discovered 
underwater in the bathtub at her Roswell, Ga., 
townhouse by another close friend. Max Lomas, 
24. She was rushed to the hospital where she was 
placed in a medically induced coma. She had been 
without oxygen for a number of minutes. 

Even though Lomas 
has a recent felony drug 
distribution arrest on his 
rap sheet, cops say he is not 
a suspect in the case they’re 
treating as a criminal 
investigation. 

“They’re looking into 
unexplained injuries on 
Krissi’s face and Gordon’s 
hands,” says a report. 

Targeted for death 

The police probe includes 
reports Bobbi Kristina 
was spending upwards of 
$5,000 a week on deadly 
drugs, including heroin and 
crack. 

Although a lawyer for 
her father, R&B singer 
Bobby Brown, denied she’d 
used heroin or crack, a 
source claims there’s a secret vault-like chamber 
in the home where she kept her cash and drugs 
and Gordon kept his guns. 

And as GLOBE reported last week, experts 
believe Houston’s daughter was targeted for death 
by the same vicious drug dealers who killed her 
mother three years earlier. 

Whitney, 48, died on Feb. 11, 2012, in eerily 
similar circumstances - found dead in the bathtub 
of her Beverly Hilton hotel bathroom. 

Though her death was ruled an accidental 
drowning, she reportedly owed cocaine dealers 
$1.5 million when she met her shocking end.

Her demise “smacked of hit man revenge,” 
said a law enforcement source. 

Meanwhile, Georgia detectives are checking 
local surveillance cameras, trying to determine 
if someone fled Krissi’s home on the morning 
she was found. 

It’s not the first time cops have been called 
to the house. On the night of July 8, 2013, two 
Roswell officers went there to investigate a call 
about “unknown trouble.” 


Cops were met by Gordon who told them Krissi 
“fell on the floor and became unresponsive,” 
says a police report that also reveals the young 
woman was “disorientated” and taken to the 
hospital by ambulance. 

On Jan. 23, lawmen investigated reports of a 
fight at the townhouse, but when they arrived, 
no one was home. And four days later, Roswell 
police say Krissi lost control while driving her 
Jeep Liberty, crossed into oncoming traffic and 


hit another vehicle. Her passenger and the other 
car’s driver were hospitalized. 

As Krissi lay fighting for her life on a ventilator 
at Atlanta’s Emory University Hospital, Bobby 
Brown’s sister, Leolah Brown, said she believed 
“110 percent” that Gordon will be charged with a 
crime over the incident. 

“I saw this coming,” she says. “I told her not to 
trust anyone.” - BOB BURNS

Countiy star’s sister 
and brother-in-law 
died years apart 


C OURAGEOUS country star 
Luke Bryan stepped up big- 
time during a family tragedy 
and took in his orphaned 
13-year-old nephew! 

Bryan’s sister, Kelly, died un- 
expectedly at age 39 in 2007. 
And when her husband, Ben Lee 
Cheshire, 46, passed last November, 
their three teenaged kids were left 
without parents. 

But Luke, 38, and his wife, Caro- 
line, informally adopted the youngest, 
13-year-old Til, who moved into their 
Nashville home. 

“As a family, we shake our 
heads,” says Luke. “I just have to 
chalk it up to, ‘Well, this is God’s 
plan.’ You just have to plow on and 
play the hand that’s dealt.” 

Til’s older sisters, Jordan and 
Kris, who live in Georgia, visit reg- 
ularly, and the family hopes that 
their example of solidarity helps 
others. 

“We feel like if we just stay posi- 
tive through this, maybe we’ll be a 
positive inspiration for people that 
had these things happen to them,” 
says the Play It Again singer, who 
has two young sons. Bo and Tate, 
with Caroline. 

This isn’t the first time Bryan 
has sacrificed for his family. In the 
mid-1990s, he was primed to move 
to Nashville when his older brother 
Chris died in a car accident. 

Instead of heading off to Music 
City, Luke stayed home in Lees- 
burg, Ga., to help his family cope 



with the tragedy. He attended col- 
lege, worked on the family farm 
and played music in bars at night 
until his dad told him to pack his 
truck and get going to Nashville. 

Within a few years, the singer/ 
songwriter had his first hit single. 
All My Friends Say. And proud sister 
Kelly rounded up 129 people from 
their hometown to attend his Grand 
Ole Opry debut. Then, just days 
later, she was dead. No one ever 
figured out the cause, even after 
an autopsy. The cause of her hus- 
band’s death is also a mystery. 

“My only older siblings were 
gone from the world in a flash in 
two different, crazy, tragic manners 
that we’ll never understand,” Luke 
notes. “You can lean on friends and 
family, and you can get back life.”
